“TASHINGTON, March 25 
(AP)—The Senate today over- 
rode Administration objections 
and, passed bills to increase the 
pay of 1,500,000 federal em- 
ployes by 10 per cent. 

The cost is estimated $70,000,- 
000 a year. Administration men 
contended this is more than the 
budget can stand, but the Sen- 
ate majority brushed the argu- 
ment aside. 

By a 72 to 21 vote, It passed 
first a bill to give the boost to 
500,000 postal workers. This 


came after sharp debate in 
which Republican Leader Wil- 
liam F. Knowland of California 
predicted President Eisenhower 
would veto it. 


Then, by voice vote, the Sen- 
ate quickly passed another bill 
to increase the pay of 1,000,000 
classified civil service workers 
by 10 per cent also. 

Both measures now go to the 
House.

The Staggers bill would give 
{he power commission jurisdic- 
tion over natural gas sold by 
interstate pipelines directly to 
industrial eoncerns, direct the 
FPC to follow certain principles 
of conservatio and regulation of 
the use of natural gas, tighten 
requirements for firms seeki 
FPC authority to import 
from anothér country, and bar 
a pipeline from selling natural 
gas below cost. 

Staggers said the bill would 
enable the coal industry “‘to com- 
pete better for those markets 
which should be served by coal

the only consideration.

President Eisenhower's cabi- 
net committee on fuels recent- 
ly recommended that producers 
selling gas to interstate pipe- 
lines. be exempted from regula- 
tion by the Federal Power Com- 
mission but urged the commis- 
sion to give consumets’ price 
protection by assuring that pipe- 
line rates are based on a “rea- 
sonable market price” for gas 
in the field, 

Harris Explains Bill. 

Harris has said that his bill 
is intended to carry out the 

e House group’s recom- 
mendations. The Hafris bill pro- 
vides that the FPC, in setting 


pipelines’ wholesale rates to 


utility distributors, shall allow 
pipelines to chargé as an oper- 
ating expense “only” a reason- 
able market price for gas in 
the field. 


Asked whether this provision 
adds up to a “limited” control 
over the producer, .Searls re- 
plied: “Yes, to the extent of 
not allowing him more than a 
reasonable market price.” 


However, Searls said the

Speaking before a meeting of 
the St. Louis Council of Parent 
Teacher Associations at Bryan 
Mullanphy School, 4225 Shaw 
boulevard, Ehrhardt charged the 
report was conceived in a secret 
session of the “blue ribbon” 
board members to . provide 
“propaganda for the coming 
election.” 

He said neither the Kearney 
company nor the “blue ribbon” 
candidates have made any at- 
tempt to justify the conclusions 
of the survey. Ehrhardt said he 
has received no answer to his 


question of whether what he 
termed “friendship” between the 
Kearney company and I. A. 
Long, chairman of the Citizens’ 
School Improvement Committee 
which has indorsed the “blue 
ribbon” slate, had any bearing 
on selection of the company to 
make the survey. 

‘Blue Ribbon’ Candidates. 

The “blue ribbon” candidates 
are Clem F. Storckman, incum- 
bent; Dr. W. A. Younge, Negro 
physician; Oscar W. Gergs, Mrs. 
Edward M. Harrington and Carl 
W. Messinger, each of whom 
spoke. Mrs. Irma Friede, in- 
cumbent identified with the so- 
called “old guard” group, also 
addressed the meeting. The 
election is April 5. 


Storckman, like the other 
“blue ribbon” candidates, in- 
dorsed unit control of the school 
system, but warned it would 
never pass the Legislature until 
a “clear majority of the board 
is enthusiastically in favor of 
such a bill and will support it 
before the Legislature.” 


Dr. Younge urged “desegre- 
gation” of the Board of Educa- 
tion by electing a Negro to rep- 
reseng Negro children. Approxi- 
mately 30,000 of the 90,000 chil- 
dren are Negroes, he said. 


He also charged the “old 
guard” faction with placing too 
much stress on jobs in the school 
system, and not enough on the 
children. 

Mrs. Friede, after describing 
her qualifications, said she would 
support high teacher salaries 
and work for lowering the class- 
room load and establishment of 
a four year public college. 

Warns of Tax Increases. 


Gergs, president of the 
Louis Public School Patrons’ 
Alliance, said additional taxa- 
tion would be required to pro- 
vide facilities to lower the class- 
room load unless economies can 
be made elsewhere. The Kear- 
ney report, he added, indicates 
where ec@nomies can be ef- 
fected. 


Mrs. Harrington, after declar- 
ing “I’m not promised to any- 
one,” said her prime objective, 
if elected, would be develop- 
ment of school children to their 
greatest potentials. 


Messinger said standards in 
public education here have 
“slipped off” and urged adop- 
tion of unit control to provide 
a more efficient operation of 
the school system. 


The Parent-Teacher Associa- 
tion announced it would not in- 
dorse any candidates. 

Howard F. Baer, chairman of 
the board of directors of the St. 
Louis Chamber of Commerce, 
has recommended that all mem- 
bers of the chamber support the 
five “blue ribbon” candidates in 
the school board election. 

Baer, writing an editorial in 
the March issue of the cham- 
ber’s monthly publication, St. 
Louis Commerce, asserted the 
school board is now so split 
as.to block school reform here.

(AP)—The Senate Investigations 
subcommittee today wound up 
its new study of the Irving 
Peress case, voting to let the 
Department of Justice decide 
whether perjury had been com- 
mitted by any of the witnesses. 
“Chairman John L. McClellan 
(Dem.), Arkansas, announced the 
decision following a closed-door 
meeting of subcommittee mem- 
bers. Senator Joseph R. Me- 
Carthy (Rep.), Wisconsin, a 
‘member, did not appear. 

| MeGlellan said the decision 
was still subject to a motion to 
reconsider from McCarthy and 
Senator Karl E..Mundt (Rep.), 
South Dakota, the only other ab- 
sent member. Mundt promptly 
‘Said he had no present plan to 


make such a motion, but Mc- 
Carthy was not reached imme- 
| diately. 

McCarthy had indicated he 
might pursue his questions as to 
whether Brig. Gen. Ralph W. 
Zwicker, a decorated combat 
|veteran of World War II, had 
'perjured himself “10 or 12 
'times” in testimony. 

Justice Department Role. 

McClellan announced the sub- 
committee also had voted to ask 
the Justice Department “to fur- 
ther pursue the Peress case” to 
determine whether there are 
grounds to prosecute the former 
Army dentist. He said the de- 
partment already has reported 
to him that its investigation of 
Peress “is not a closed case.” 

The committee completed pub- 
lic hearings yesterday in an in- 
quiry into why the New York 
dentist was advanced from cap- 
tain to major and got an honor- 
able discharge after the Army 
had recorded him as a security 
risk. 

Most members said they were 
convinced that Army red tape, 
errors and “bungling” were re- 
sponsible, not some Communist 
“mastermind” in the Pentagon, 
as McCarthy has alleged. 

They said the picture was 
about completed by testimony 
from Secretary of the Army 
Robert T. B. Stevens acknowl- 
edging “mistakes” in the Army's 
handling of the case. 

Suggests Court-Martial. - 

McClellan said he believes 
“this committee would want to 
recommend” that Congress or 
the Army take steps to revoke 
Peress’s honorable discharge, 
and subject him to court-martial 
if that is possible. 

Wilber M. Brucker, Defense 
Department general counsel, 
told McClellan the Army itself 
had explored this possibility 
and has a formal opinion from 
the judge advocate general that 
“we cannot revoke the honor- 
able discharge of Irving Peress,”’ 
and that Congres. probably 
could not do so either. 

As to who allowed Peress to 
get -an honorable discharge, 
Army counselor John G. Adams 
testified yesterday that “I had 
the last full chance to close the 
door and I didn’t do it.” He said, 
however, that at that time he did 
not know all the facts of the 
case. 

But as to “who promoted 
Peress,” a question that McCar- 
thy has made a byword, McClel- 
lan said that after hearing seven 
days of testimony “I don’t be- 
lieve I can name any person” as 
responsible, adding: “The system 
was very faulty.” 

(“It was a compounding of Ad- 
ministrative errors,” Senator 
Stuart Symington (Dem.), Mis- 
souri, told the United Press. 
“There was no sign of subver- 
sion ... . it is unfortunate the 
Army did not lay the facts on 
the table in the first place.”) 

Stevens testified yesterday 
that the multiple investigations 
of the Peress case have brought 
many rules changes in the Army. 

He said that although it took 
the Army nearly 10 months to 
get rid of Peress after it pro- 
nounced him a security risk it 
would “move awful fast—within 
30 days” in any similar case to- 
day. The discharge, he said, 
would be “less than honorable.” 

He said anyone in uniform 
who invokes the Fifth Amend- 
ment now is placed on inactive 
duty at once, pending investiga- 
tion and discharge if the facts 
warrant. 

McCarthy asked Stevens 
whether he would recommend 
the case be referred to the De- 
partment of Justice if testimony 
showed that: One of Brig. Gen. 
Zwicker’s telephone calls was 
monitored by two persons who 
could testify that the general 
“perjured himself about 10 or 
12 times according to the testi- 
mony of two witnesses.” 

Stevens caid there were too 
many ifs in the question; that it 
}was too hypothetical. 

McCarthy pressed him to say 
whether he would take action 
against an officer who perjured 
himself. Stevens replied that 
“I'm not going to assume that 
Gen. Zwicker perjured himself.” 

“Let’s try to get this untan- 
gled,” Chairman McClellan pro- 
posed.’ “If you found that one 
of your officers co per- 
jury, would you take action 
against him?” 

“Yes, sir,’ Stevens answered.

The rise of a successful rab- 
ble-rousing foe of the French 
tax system—Pierre Poujade—is 
clear proof that nothing has 
been done to correct the ailment 


fundamental to most of France’s 
troubles today. That ailment is 
a deepseated economic malad- 


duction, keeps prices high and 
generates a mounting current of 
discontent. 

Poujade is capitalizing this 
discontent by such spectacular 
and demagogic methods as kid- 
naping a tax collector and forc- 
ing him to lie in a coffin pa- 
raded through the streets of a 
town stirred to a tax rebellion. 


Economic Stagnation. 

In a tour of France just a 
year ago this reporter found 
evidence on every hand that 
economic stagnation lay at the 
root of the long continuing 
French crisis. Americans find 
this hard to understand in view 
of the fact that more than eight 
billion dollars of economic aid 
from America went into France 
under the Marshall Plan. 

The reasons are complex. Key 
industries that were national- 
ized brought increased costs. 
American aid contributed to the 
present prosperity but it did not 
alter in any way the rigid sys- 
tem of monopolies and tariffs 
which wall off France from the 
rest of Europe. The rich got 
richer and the trade unions 
benefitted from an elaborate so- 
cial security system supplement- 


ing wages. 
But the mass of the French 
people — farmers, shopkeepers, 


those in the professions and the 
retired — were caught in the 
squeeze of rising prices. They 
make up the army of Potjade’s 
tax rebels. 

Stuck on Dead Center. 

The dead center on which the 
French economy is stuck fast is 
. even more apparent today than 
it was a year ago. While Sir 
Winston Churchill has said that 
the United States and Britain 
can devise a successful “periph- 
eral” defense without France, 
Western Europe’ can hardly 
achieve~stability with a France 
torn by internal dissensions. 
Poujade’s tactics of direct re- 
sistance and even open violence 
are reported to have fascist 
overtones. 

His appeal to the shopkeeper 
is two-fold. First, the little man 
in the shop—and there are far 
too many of him in France 
which knows nothing of the 
giant chain stores—must be the 
tax collector for the horde of in- 
: direct taxes applied to almost 
every article in the family bud- 
| get. Second, these taxes con- 
tribute to the high prices that 
keeps consumption down, which 
in turn means a slow turnover 
and a high cost of Operation. 

Poujade a Stationer. 

Poujade is himself a small 
shop keeper, a stationer, in the 
town of Ctre-du-Lot in Central 
France. Before the war he be- 
longed to the extremist group 
led by Jacques Doriot, a former 


Communist turned fascist. After | 


the war he was a follower of 
Gen. Charles de Gaulle from 
whom so many Frenchmen ex- 
pected great things. But, again 
became disillusioned with De 
Gaulle and the Gaulleists and all 
political parties. 

An estimated 75 to 80 per cent 
of the whole tax burden in 
France is in indirect taxes, 
chiefly turnover taxes. Tax Is 
piled on tax so that the cost of 
everything is pryamided. In this 
country the proportion is almost 
directly the opposite—more than 
70 per cent in direct taxes, prin- 
cipally the income tax, and 20 to 
30 per cent in sales and other 
excise taxes.

One of the objectives of the 
Poujade movement is the repeal 
of a law passed last year provid- 
‘ing definite penalties for resist- 
ing tax collection. Poujade also 
demands that the Assembly wipe 
out the charges against those al- 
ready accused under the law. 
Repeal of this law may be the 
issue that brings the present 
Government to the guillotine. 

The Premier who preceded 
Faure, Pierre Mendes-France, 
has contended for a long time 
that a basic reform of the econ- 
omy was essential if France was 
to take its place as an effective 
partner in the Western alliance. 
He has said privately for a least 
two years that while it might be 
possible to get ratification by a 
small majority for one plan or 
another incorporating West Ger- 
many and France in a common 
defense framework, this would 
be meaningless so long as the 
Sram, in a stagnant economy, 
'were frightened of German re- 
| Surgence. This is something 
which American policy-makers 
seem never to have compre- 
hended. 

Voted Broad Powers. 

Mendes-France asked for broad 
economic powers to carry out 
the necessary reforms, and in 
the aftermath of his success in 
ending the Indochina War, ‘the 
Assembly reluctantly gave him 
ore powers. He had approached 
the time at which he believed he 
\could use them, following the 
\long snafu over the European 
,accords and the effort to adjust 
‘the North African trouble, when 
,he was voted out of office. 
| ThOse.powers were granted to 
the Mendes-France Government 
and they expired when it ex- 
| pired. Faure has nat had the 
courage ‘to go against the pow- 
| erful interests that want to keep 


| their present privileges and’ mo- 
'nopolies, and he has asked for 
nothing like the authority of 
his predecessor. The timidity of 
_Faure’s weak coalition is re- 
| flected too, by the failure to take 
| any action against Poujade as he

That is pathetically small for a 
nation of 42,000,000. In the same 
year West Germany, with a 
slightly larger population, -built’ 
‘up to 800,000 units. Inclosed in 


'a rigid framework of controls, 
housing is desperately scarce in 
France. 

It is signiieant that Poujade’s 
chief following comes from the 
south and west of France where 
economic development. has been 
most retarded. Industrialization 
in France is concentrated in a 
few cities, most of it in and 
around Paris. This means that 
large areas, particularly in the 
west, are still in the compara- 
tively primitive agricultural state 
of another era. The farms are 
too small and the towns eke out 
a harsh existence that is a long 
way from what the average tour- 
ist sees in the glittering surface 
of Paris. 

At the base of a proud and 
beautiful country is ecofhiomic 
dry rot. It can be cured only by 
drastic surgery that would free 
the resources of the country for 
production on a modern scale.

Promise and Performance 


About the best comment to be made on the 
platform of the Democratic candidates in the 
April 5 municipal election was. made by two of 
them, Donald Gunn and Mrs. Catherine W. Sul- 
livan: It could be better, 

Mr. Gunn, candidate for President of the 
Board of Aldermen, said that, among other 
things, the platform-writers should have called 
specifically for the election of- freeholders to 
draft a mew City Charter, Instead, they simply 
called for “modernization” of the Charter with- 
out indorsing the Mayor's drive for a new one. 

On the heels of this policy statement, the 
Board's Legislative Committee returned a 6-to-1 
report virtually killing charter consideration at 
this session. The chief reason given was that 
the Board as now constituted should not influ- 
ence the Board as it may be after the elections. 
Yet six of the aldermanic candidates are Demo- 
cratic incumbents and five are Republicans now 
on the Board. Further reading of the commit- 
tee report makes it clear enough that its authors 
just have no enthusiasm for a new charter. 

Mrs. Sullivan, nominee in the Twenty-eighth 
ward, agreed with Gunn and she added that 
the Democrats also should have come out flatly 
for an end to “aldermani¢ courtesy,” the device 
by which so many spot zoning ordinances have 
been passed over the Mayor's veto. 

The platform speaks in more general terms 
against the ‘“‘abuse” of the courtesy custom. As 
for spot zoning, it says that all such proposals 
should be submitted to the City Plan Commis- 
sion, but it does not promise that the aldermen 
will follow the commission’s r endations 

These policy statements of course are broad 
enough to sanction aldermanic decisions beyond 
criticism. But that must wait for the test of 
action if the Democratic candidates are elected. 
This is also true of their more forthright stands 
in favor of the proposed $100,000,000 improve- 
ment bond issue, expressways, off-street parking, 
building code modernizations and the like. 

Like most pre-election. documents, the plat- 
form also “points with pride” to accomplish- 
ments such as establishment of the earnings tax, 
the Land Clearance for Redevelopment Authori- 
ty, the new airport commission, the Plaza bond 
issue and so on. In some of these instances, the 
aldermanic candidates may be enlarging their 
own role a bit. Nobody, however, is going to 
argue with them about what has been done. It is 
future action that counts. 

As organized by the Democrats, the Board 
kept the charter proposal bottled up from May 
until now. If the Democrats again win control, 
will they work for a new charter? On ques- 
tions like this the voters want positive as- 
surance.

Bad Means to a Good End 


The anti-filled-milk bill has met heavy opposi- 
tion in the House at Jefferson City, and it would 
be a welcome relief if the Missouri Farmers As- 
sociation, its chief sponsor, would consider this 
third time the charm and drop the matter. The 
association is achieving little beyond damage to 
its own pepularity. 

At the same time, the method chosen by Rep- 
resentative Earl A. Baer of Chariton county to 
put a quietus on the anti-filled-milk bill is far 
from the most fortunate one that could have 
been selected. Mr. Baer’s amendment would 
legalize filled milk provided its butterfat is re- 
placed with Missouri cottonseed or soybean oil. 

It is not the province of the Legislature to 
dictate to any manufacturer where he shall buy 
his raw materials. A bad precedent like this 
one could lead to application of the same idea 
to other products, and to retaliation by other 
states. The best way to kill the anti-filled-milk 
bill is to kill it fairly and squarely, on its own 
demerits. : 
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Alaska in the President’s Lap 

The Eisenhower Administration has enough 
votes in Congress to confer statehood on both 
Alaska and Hawaii. The only obstacle is Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s reluctance about Alaska, for 
Congfess will not admit. Hawaii without Alaska. 
So says The New York Times, This puts a grave 
responsibility on the President. 

Mr. Eisenhower has continued to oppose im- 
mediate’ statehood for Alaska, because, as he 
said at his press conference March 17: “I think 
there are national security considerations which 
must be amply cared for, and before I can re- 
move my objections to statehood.” 

This, like other utterances of the President on 
the subject, is too vague to be meaningful, and 
surely clarity at least is merited in the highest- 
level discussion of a subject of such magnitude. 
The President does not say what the considera- 
tions are, of why they apply to Alaska and not 
Hawaii—or indeed whether the: same considera- 
tions do not apply to Hawaii too. 

Under these rather hazy circumstances, the 
one clearly discernible fact is that many Repub- 
licans favor immediate statehood for Hawaii be- 
cause they think it will mean two more Republi- 
can Senators and oppose immediate statehood 
for AlaSka because they think it will mean two 
more Democratic Senators, ~ 

If the situation in Congress is as The Times 
describes it, Mr. Eisenhower has a unique oppor- 
tunity. It is unique not only as an opportunity to 
carry the ball, but also to fumble it. 
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Gen. MacArthur’s Fading Memory 

Just what was Gen. Douglas MacArthur's posi- 
tion with respect to the need for Soviet Russia 
in the war against Japan some 10 years ago? 

After the release of the Yalta papers, the for- 
mer commander in the Pacific theater said: “The 
imminent collapse of Japan was clearly apparent 
several months before Yalta (Feb. 411, 1945). 
All my dispatches and‘reports clearly enunciated 
this viewpoint.” 

Not everybody remembers Gen. MacArthur’s 
position as the retired soldier himself recalls it. 
Our military analyst, Brig. Gen. Thomas R. Phil- 
lips (Ret.) went to the Iate James A. Forrestal’s 
diaries to see just what Mr. Forrestal had to say 
about Gen. MacArthur’s views on the subject of 
the need—or lack of it—of getting Russia in the 
war against Japan. Here is what then Navy Sec- 
retary Forrestal (later Defense Secretary) said 
after a visit to Gen, MacArthur in the Philip- 
pines Feb. 28, 1945: 


On the question of war against Japan, and 
our objectives vis-a-vis Japan, he (MacAr- 
thur) expressed the view, that the help of 
the Chinese would be negligible. He felt 
that we should secure the commitment of the 
Russians to active and vigorous prosecution 
of a campaign against the Japanese in Man- 
chukuo of such proportions as to pin down 
a very large part of the Japanese army. 

He said he felt our strength should be re- 
served for use in the Japanese mainiand, 
and that this could not be done without the 

| ,assurance that the Japanese would be heav- 
ily engaged by the Russians in Manchuria. 
He expressed doubt that the use of anything 
less than 60 divisions by the Russians would 
be sufficient. 


Gen. Phillips quotes Robert E. Sherwood and 
other writers on World War II and then himself 


concludes: “As far as this writer can determine 
from search over a long period of time, and dis- 
cussions with former members of the War Plans 
Division, MacArthur was the most influential 
advocate of getting Russian participation in the 
Far Eastern war.” Actually this inconsistency 
‘should surprise no one, Gen. MacArthur guessed 
utterly wrong on whether he Chinese Commu- 
nists would enter the Korean war, but that is 
not the way he remembers it now. He returns 
to the public gaze from time to time, but his 
memory in these cases at least does seem to 
have just faded away. 
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A Fight on His Hands 


Senator Gore's warning that the Administra- 
tion’s tariff bill is now “in grave danger of de- 
feat’’ poses a challenge of the first magnitude 
for President Eisenhower. 

At his press conference this week the Presi- 
dent said he would use “every bit of influence 
that I cam properly and appropriately bring to 
bear” to get the bill passed. Simultaneously Sec- 
retary of State Dulles, testifying before the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee, declined to make any 
concession to what seems to be mounting protec- 
tionist sentiment, but took his stand on the bill 
as written, for a three year extension of the 
Reciprocal Trade Agreements Act with no change 

.in its present escape and peril point clauses. 
This Administration position is a most hearten- 
ing change from last year and 1953, when con- 
' cession after concession was made to the protec- 
tionists until at last only a token extension of 
the law could be obtained. But the President has 
a real fight on his hands. According to Senator 
Gore, the high-tariff lobbyists have massed their 
forces and are making headway, thanks“in part 
to their strength having been under-estimated. 

The key issue, we think, is not so 4much low- 
tariff-vs.-high-tariff as it is the distribution of 
power in our Government. Should the power to 
reduce tariffs rest exclusively with Congress, 
or should some of it be délegated, under strict 
safeguards and subject to constant review, to 
the Executive? The reciprocal trade agreement 
policy which has been in force for 20 years 
frankly delegates the power. We think it should 
be delegated. 


For tariffs, while they unquestionably affect 
the domestic economy, are essentially and pre- 
dominantly related to the conduct of foreign 
policy—a responsibility of the President. 

Abundant experience has shown that tariff 
reductions cannot effectively be used as instru- 
ments of foreign policy when Congress holds ex- 
clusive power over them. The negotiation of 
reciprocal trade agreements, which open trade 
doors to American products in exchange for 
tariff concessions on certain imports, is by na- 
ture an executive function. 

Unless the law permits that function to be 
carried out, our tariff structure will erect bar- 
riers to world trade instead of encouraging as 
our best long-range interests require. 
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These Rural Legislators Are Right 


Some of the outstate Missouri Representatives 
are taking a very fair and reasonable view of 
the State Tax Commission’s decision to require 
an equalization in property assessments as be- 
tween counties in Missouri. 

Representative Ben Meeks of Thayer, who rep- 
resents Oregon county, put the case for prompt 
and wholehearted compliance thus: 


The Tax Commission is not a bunch of 
dictators as some people seem to think. It is 
only doing the job it was directed to do in 
the Missouri Constitution. It is not fair for 
my county and others to have our assess- 
ments up while others are down. 


Addressing himself to the bill of Representa- 
tive Milford T. English of Ladue to delay the 
effectiveness of the State Tax Commission’s re- 
assessment notice to St. Louis county and 25 
other counties, Representative Luna Butler of 
Albany, who represents Gentry county, said the 
bill was in effect a move to destroy the power 
of the commission. Mr. Butler said: “If we want 
to do away with the commission why don’t we 
introduce a bill to do that outright.” 

St. Louis’s State Representatives should have 
been speaking up, too. When Joseph P. Sestric 
(now Director of Public Safety) was Assessor, St. 
Louis did the job that St. Louis county officials 
have delayed doing. The result is that St. Louis 
property is assessed at 34.68 per cent of true 
value and St. Louis county property at only 
18.42 per cent. 


The basic fact in the situation is that the 
taxpayers of the county stand to lose more than 
they gain by further delay. They have already 
been illy served in this by their buck-passing 
officials. This English bill should be defeated 
and the reassessment, accompanied by a down- 
ward adjustment of tax rates. 
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Nor Any Drop to Drink? 


For centuries now a seasick sailor has been 
considered downright funny, but there is noth- 
ing especially humorous about the two seasick 
suilors taken off a 16-foot raft near Brest. They 
were among 11 young seamen conducting a sea 
survival experiment and limited to a diet of raw 
fish and salt water. 

If there is anything odd about this report, it 
is not seasickness. It is instead that man has 


lived with the sea for thousands of years without ° 


ever convincing himself that he could survive on 
salt water, The complaint of “The Ancient Mari- 
ner” was, “Water, water, everywhere, nor any 
drop to drink.” It was the tradition of the sea. 

Only in recent years has science proved that 
man can drink salt water, not only in drops but 
in small doses. It should be a life-saving discov- 
ery, and sailors will want to know of the slow 
death of an ancient and costly fable. 
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An Issue That Is Not There 


Whatever happened to the issue of revising 
the Taft-Hartley labor law? For several years 
more than 50 revision bills were introduced in 
each congressional session, and the Democrats 
joshed the Republicans for promising to amend 
the law and doing nothing about it. Now the 
Democrats control Congress—and there is a re- 
markable silence. . 

The Democratic party platform said, “We 
strongly advocate the repeal of the Taft-Hartley 
Act.” Yet only a few labor measures have been 
introduced in this Congress, and everybody is 
looking the other way. The reason for this is 
simply that nobody thinks a serious revision bill 
could pass. The Democratic party is split and 
most Southern Democrats would not go along 
on revision much less repeal. 

So the Republicans are now thoroughly en- 
titled to make something of the Democrats’ 
dereliction on their campaign pledge. Turn 
about would be fair play. Instead, the G.O-P. 
leaders are as quiet as the Democrats. Both

Vatican's priceless depository of manuscripts is now available 
at St. Louis University in micro-copies; task involved filming 
of more than 10,000,000 sheets; illuminated scripts represented 
in 5000 colored slides; new building will be built to house it.

A few years ago, Father Lowrie J. 
Daly, professor of history at St. Louis 
University requested the university's 
librarian, the Reverend Joseph P. Don- 
nelly, to obtain microfilm copies of the 
manuscripts in the Vatican Library. 

This request may have sounded as 
fantastic to Father Donnelly as it would 
to the average librarian; such audacity 
even to dream of such a project. But 
Father Daly is not a man who is easily 
sidetracked from a 
scholarly objective. 

Librarian Don- 
nelly therefore rea- 
soned, “Why not?” 
and proceeded to 
make discreet in- 
quiries as to the 
feasibility of under- 
taking an enormous 
task that might cost 
a fortuhe and 
would surely call 
for diplomatic nego- 
tiations of a_ deli- 
cate nature. 

There were two Father Daly 
bona fide reasons 
for urging the establishment of a micro- 
film depository at St. Louis University. 
Such a depository would provide for the 
safeguarding and preservation of all the 
knowledge recorded in the Vatican man- 
uscripts,,and it would facilitate schol- 
arship and research in this country. 

Would these be sufficient to win the 
approval and authorization of the Vati- 
can? Apparently the president of St. 
Louis University felt that they would. 
Accordingly, he forwarded the propos- 
als and recommendations. 

The officials of St. Louis University 
soon heard that His Holiness Pope Pius 
XII - “would receive favorably” a peti- 
tion for authorization to microfilm the 
manuscripts of the Vatican Library. 

The estimated cost of the microfilm- 
ing was exceedingly high and as yet no 
money was in sight. The proposition 
was referred to the Knights of Colum- 
bus. 

In July 1951. after due consideration 
by the supreme board of directors of 
this benevolent society, a fund amount- 
ing to $140,000 was appropriated, and 
the project was thus assured. 

It was decided that a~board of man- 
agers, to be known as the Knights of 
Columbus Foundation, should be. ap- 
pointed to supervise the filming and to 
maintain and manage the depository. 

The initial trustees of this foundation 
are the president of St, Louis Univer- 
sity, the two priests who initiated the 
idea, and two laymen, representing the 
Knights of Columbus. The project in- 
volves photographing 10,000,000 and 
-‘more individual manuscript sheets, 


The Vatican Library is divided into 
three major collections: the archives, 
housing official church documents; the 
reference library, and the manuscript 
collections. Only the manuscript collec- 
tions are being microfilmed for the 
American depository. 

Some of the manuscripts of the Vati- 
can do not promise to be useful to schol- 
ars. These are not being photographed. 
Consequently, the depository will not be 
exhaustive, but to all intents and pur- 
poses it will be so nearly complete that 
a scholar may confidently count upon 
finding everything he will ever require. 

The microfilm depository library is a 
reality. More than 450,000 feet of 
microfilm have been delivered, cata- 
loged, and filed for use. Presently the 

‘ depository is temporarily housed in the 
main building of the university. 

With the guidance of an experienced 
curator, many scholars are hard at work 
exploring the vast resources now made 
available to them. 

Reels of microfilm are housed in espe- 
cially designed steel cabinets, and the 
battery of reading machines appears to 
be in constant use. 

The rules and regulations of the Vati- 
can Library prevail at the depository. 
Anyone doing scholarly work necessi- 
tating the use of Vatican manuscripts is 
cordially welcomed. 

The cataloging rules of the Vatican 
Library are carefully followed at the 
foundation’s depository. Patrons have 
the use of positive microfilms. The 
negatives of all the films will be kept 
in storage for protection. 

Essential -reference tools are on file. 
There is a microfilm copy of the Vati- 
can’s basic catalog, which consists of 
200 handwritten volumes. 

Many of the precious documents in 
the Vatican Library consist of illumi- 
mated manuscripts. Their beauty is lost 
in the production of black and white 
microfilms. To offset this loss, Father 
Donnelly had the foresight to procure 
a splendid selection of over 5000 col- 
ored slides that will be useful in illus- 
trating the transcendent beauty of many 
of the Vatican’s treasures. 

The establishment of the Vatican 
manuscript depository, in microfilm, at 
St. Louis University is unquestionably 
one of the most significant events in 
the annals of Amefican librarianship. 
* Ground was recently broken on the 
St. Louis University campus for an at- 
tractive new building to be known as 
the Pius XII Memorial Library. 

This building will not only provide 
adequate space for the St. Louis Univer- 
sity collections now embracing more 
than 600,000 volumes in all fields of 
learning, but also as the home of the 
cherished Vatican microfilm depository.

Except when one of them is disturb- 
ing us, or has some possibility for berie- 
fitting us, it has been the usual attitude 
of the United States to pay a minimum 
of serious attention to the 20. Latin 
American nations. Recent events having 
‘swung Latin America into focus again, 
this book provides timely aid in under- 
standing its people and its w of ’ 

As a civilization, the southern New 
World is a blend of numerous complex 
ingredients. There is the Spaniard with 
his strong individualism and his way of 
reducing political issues to personali- 
ties. There is the generally exploited 
Indian, in some countries almost com- 
pletely merged with the Europeans, in 
others still living pretty much as the 
conquistadores found him. There is the 
environment—the vast topographic voids 
of the pampas and the llanos, the An- 
dean heights, the Amazon valley which 
is the world’s most extensive jungle, 
and the scattered points where living 
conditions are benign and the climate 
superb. 

Dr. Schurz breaks down these and 
other factors that-have produced today’s 
Latin American, treating each asa 
separate chapter. The importance of the 
city to the Latin he traces to the urban 
instincts of Spain. Early Spaniards, he 
relates, literally started founding cities 
as soon as they landed. Cortes halted 
his march on the Aztec capital to estab- 
lish the “city” of Vera Cruz, complete 
with mayor and board of aldermen, be- 
fore going on to conquer Mexico. Other 
municipalities were founded on the 
ruins of partly razed Indian capitals. A 
Spanish law of 1523 prescribed a uni- 
form plan for town development, with” 
central plaza, streets laid out by com- 
pass points, and “dirty and ill-smelling 
businesses” placed well outside town. 

The conquerors, much maligned for 
their cruelties to the Indians, are dealt 
with sympathetically. Against their 
harshness in battle, Schurz balancés 
their relatively humane relations with 
Indians in the feudal sort of cdlonies 
that followed the peace. He cites the 
fact that the Renaissance was a rough 
and ruthless age, despite the restraints 
of Christianity. He emphasizes that with- 
in a century’s time, the Spanish and 
Portuguese opened up a whole new 
world and that “never have sheer ht- 
man will and force of personality ac- 
complished so much through the efforts 
of so few and so vast a stage.” 

Although democracy may not be the 
essence of tlre Latin nations’ political 
life, the fact remains that all 20 of the 
nations are republics. And, the author 
points out, “in spite of a certain reputa- 
tion for turbulence, these 20 nations 
actually form the most peaceful inter-' 
national community in the world, and 
they have developed the most effective 
machinery of any group of states for 
Settling their differences.”

~ Memories of an Old 
| Horse at Water Hole

“wg UST a year ago we were camping out in the Big 
Bend country of Texas, in the center of several 
million acres of the Chihuahuan desert. To our 

beast, perhaps 20 miles away, the colored ranges of 


the Sierra del Car- 
men ran down to the 


Rio Grande and then & 
on across into Mexi- 
co. Water is scarce 
in that country in 
the best of times and 
a whole lot scarcer © 
when drouth has 
burned the land for 
a half-dozen years. 
Yet out in the mid- 
die of that desert, a 
mile or so from one 
of the Park trails, 
we had found a 
clump of giant cot- 
tonwood trees.

Subject to Be Discussed at Child Welfare Conference in St. Louis

NEW YORK, Jan. 25. 
F the more than 1,000,000 
() American couples—and that’s 
a modest estimate of their 
number—who want to adopt 
babies, 99 per cent dream of 
finding blue-eyed, curly-haired 
baby dolls. They envision the 
little stranger they will take into 
their home as a healthy, gurg- 
ling, happy little bundle of joy 
who Will grow up with a perfect 
body and bright mind and be a 

proud leaf on the family tree. 
Unfortunately there just aren’t 
enough “baby dolls” -to go 
around. In fact, in the whole of 
the United States there are only 
some 75,000 babies listed as 
ready for adoption, which means 
frustration for some 925,000 


' American couples right now 


dreaming of the joys of parent- 
hood by adoption. : 

Would these frustrated would- 
be parents be willing to settle 
for. less than the “baby doll” 
dream, for something less than 
a guarantee of “a normal 
healthy infant of good stock?” 
Would they be willing to adopt 
children now considered un- 
adoptable—children born blind, 
deaf or crippled? Would they be 
willing to adopt youngsters 
whose parents were mentally ill?

“We believe that if you hold 
an infant in an institution long 
enough to find his IQ, you dam- 
age that child’s true potential. 
We are moving toward letting 
adoptive parents take the same 
risk natural parents take but 
recognize that it is the child that 
deserves the break.

éé CTUALLY we have to’ 
be more interested in 
families for chil-- 
dren than in finding children 
for families. We believe that we 
can dig up parents for kids now 
thought ‘unacceptable’ — those 
with physical handicaps, mixed- 
racial backgrounds, certain pos- 
sibly unfavorable factors. in 
family history—but it will take 
work arid money and an educa- 
tional program. 

“The thousands of childless 
couples dreaming of that per- 
fect blue-eyed infant will have 
to be educated to the idea that 
they can take less than perfec- 
tion and find great happiness in 
their choice of, say, an older or 
handicapped child?’ 


One project which the league, 
a 35-year-old organization dedi- 
cated to raising the quality of 
child care, hopes to get under 
way in the near future is the 
setting up of state-wide and na- 
tional adoption indexes. These 
indexes would register both 
hard-to-place children and hard- 
to-find families willing to take 
something less than the perfect 
blue-eyed infant. , 

“For instance,” Reid suggest- 
ed, “let’s say that there is a 
couple in a small town in Mis- 
souri. These people have been 
waiting a long time to adopt a 
child. But as we know there 
just aren’t enough children, re- 
garded under present adoption 
practices as adoptable, to fill the 
bill. The couple now indicates 
to the adoption agency that they 
wil] take a handicapped child. 

“In a neighboring state per- 
haps there is a little girl with 
only partial eyesight who would 
exactly fit into that couple’s 
home. The adoption worker 
learns about this child from the 
adoption index, or perhaps it is 


vice versa and the agency work- 
ing with the child learns about 
the would-be parents through 
the hard-to-find-families index. 
Anyway that couple would soon 
be joining the increasing num- 
ber of Americans brave enough 
to adopt hard-to-place children 
and the little girl would be on 
her way to a happy home and 
lo parents.” 

In every discussion of the 
sadoption problem, one question 
invariably arises. Why are there 
so few children for adoption 
when our orphanages and insti- 
tutions are full of youngsters? 

Reid points out that fewer 
than 3 per cent of the 500,000 
children living outside their own 
homes are orphans. Practically 
all of the remaining 97 per cent 
are not legally available for 
adoption. These children may 
belong to parents who cannot 
support them or they may have 
been deserted entirely by their 
parents but legally they are un- 
adoptable. 


os Se 

HE league is about to begin 

a nation-wide study to try to 

determine how many chil- 
dren now in foster care could 
be released for adoption by a 
revision of the adoption laws, 
by searching out deserting par- 
ents and by working with par- 
ents who can’t provide for their 
children. 

“The laws are often so pro- 
tective of the parent that they 
work to the detriment of the 
child,” Reid said. 

Reid estimates that 90 per 
cent of the children now in fos- 
«ter care will never be adoptable 
because they have parents to 
whom they will eventually re- 
turn. But, he says, the remain- 
ing 10 per cent are “terribly im- 
portant.” With more flexible 
and less perfectionistic adoption 
practices, with more money and 
additional personnel to handle 
these more difficult adoption 
cases, perhaps 40,000 or 50,000 
children now regarded as “un- 
acceptable” might be made 
available to childless couples 
willing to “take a calculated 
risk.” 

The Child Welfare League 
believes that some present place- 
ment restrictions are outmoded. 
And Marshall Field, president 
of the league, has suggested that 
prospective adoptive parents are 
required, under present adop- 
tion practices, to be too perfect. 

“Nature,” he said at the Na- 
tional Conference on Adoption, 
“isn’t nearly as fussy as we've 
been and she’s been in the busi- 
ness of creating families a lot 
longer.” , 

At the St. Louis conference 
next week the whole adoption 
picture will be reviewed by 
Michael Schapiro, the league’s 
adoption project director, who 
will give a report on a nation-

Fix It Yourself

Finishes for Natural Wood. 

NE of our underpaid agents 
0 sends in a report to the ef- 

fect that a lot of people like 
to use a little natural wood 
around the outside of their 
homes. Sometimes it’s just a 
door, fence or window box. 
Sometimes it’s a lot more—all 
the exterior walls of the house. 

Now natural wood may look 
pretty when it’s first cut and 
sanded but after it has been ex- 
posed to the weather for a pe- 
riod it starts to discolor. That 
means it should have some sort 
of protective coating. For years 
the standard coating was either 
linseed oil or spar varnish. 

The linseed oil looked okay at 
first but it discolored and picked 
up dirt. Spar varnish didn’t 
pick up dirt but after it has 
been exposed to the weather for 
a time it began to check and 
this made refinishing difficult, 
Also some people don’t care for 
the glossy effect that varnish 
produces. 


The modern way to give wood 
a natural finish is to use some- 
thing called pigmented stains 
and sealers. These finishes have 
a small amount of pigment added 
because a finish containing no 
pigment will not stand up for 
long under the rays of the sun. 
On the other hand, the pigments 
are made to match the wood so 
you get the same general effect 
from the pigment as you would 
from the natural wood. 

These stains are easily applied 
and for new work you'll need 
two coats. But don’t get the idea 
that they will last as long as 
paint. They can’t last as long as 
paint because they don’t contain 
as much pigment. On the other 
hand, they are less expensive 
than paint and, of course, are 
easier to apply so that more or 
less evens things up.

Designing Woman

Finishing 


HY is some amateur furni- 
ture finishing such a dis- 
appointment? There can be 
many reasons along the way, 
perhaps the most usual com- 
plaint is that after a final var- 
nishing the finish has a shiny, 
raw look, very different from 
the mellow, satiny patina that 
was hoped for and expected, and 
the usual reason for this is that 
the finish wasn’t quite finished. 
With one more step it could 
be greatly improved. Do as fine 
furniture makers do, give the 
wood a good rub-down with 
powdered pumice and oil or 
water. 


The pumice is a light abrasive 
which takes down gloss of var- 
nish and leaves the wanted 
satiny look. Make a rubbing 


block by tying a soft cloth over 
a block of wood. Make a thin 
mixture of the pumice and water 
or boiled linseed oil and rub 
it into the furniture with long 
strokes, evenly and with the 
grain of the wood.

Reading Glasses 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


O your arms seem shorter when you hold the paper to 


read it these days? Does the type seem smaller in tele-. 


phone books, a little harder to read? Yet you can see 
fine across the room. What’s happening? 

You need glasses, at least reading glasses.. You are 
probably in your forties. Your eyes are simply less able to 
focus on near things such as the evening paper and tele- 
phone books. 

This is perfectly normal. It shouldn’t alarm you. Most 
people are bothered similarly in their forties. Some stew 
about it as a definite sign of aging. Yet we begin to age 
from the moment of birth, with countless landmarks of the 
process. Why regard the need for reading glasses as espe- 
cially catastrophic?

PEOPLE WHO ALREADY WEAR GLASSES for dis- 
tant vision need an extra Jens in their glasses for reading 
about this time. That is what bifocals are. Clerks, who need 
to see box labels on shelves four or five“feet away, may need 
trifocals. These have a lens for near reading above which is 
a sliver of lens for clear middle vision topped by lens for 
distant vision. , 

What is happening to your eyes? 

Your eyes have a lens, like a camera. But the way eyes 
focus on near and distant objects is different. The camera 
lens moves closer or farther from the film. Your eye lens 
can’t do this. So it changes shape. When you look off to a 
distance, your eye lens relaxes and flattens. When you focus 
on reading material, it becomes rounder, more cpnvex. 
This ability of the eye to focus at distances closer than 20 
feet is called accommodation. 

Children have extra accommodation, more than they 
need. Those who are near-sighted were born with an elon- 
gated eyeball, requiring a concave lens to throw the image 
farther back in the eye. There’s nothing wrong with their 
focusing power or accommodation.

AS YOU GROW OLDER, your lens becomes stiffer, less 
elastic. Its muscles become a bit weaker. Your eye lens 
can’t become round enough, convex enough, to focus at a 
distance of 13 to 20 inches, the usual reading distance. You 
need an extra convex lens, reading glasses, to help your lens 
focus close up. 

If you have clear vision beyond several feet away, all 
you need are reading glasses to help your eyes focus on 
reading material. If you already have glasses for near 
vision, another rounder lens must be ground into them for 
reading. 

Incidentally, farsighted people (needing glasses for see- 
ing clearly less than 20 feet away) usually need bifocals or 
reading glasses at an earlier age. Nearsighted people (re- 
quiring glasses for sharp distant vision) may never need 


reading glasses. 
The reason you have to hold the paper farther away as 


you approach 45 is that your eyes can’t focus as close-up as 


formerly. The reason the print seems smaller is that it is 
smaller as you hold it farther away. Reading glasses let you 
bring the paper or phone book close enough to hold com- 
fortably and thus see comfortably large-size type.

T was December, 1941, a few 

days after Pearl Harbor, and 

Winston Chirchill had crossed 
the ocean again for a conference 
of war with President Roosevelt. 

In the White House, a true 
friendliness came through to us 
all. I felt quite honored when 
President Roosevelt looked up 
brightly at my approaching him 
and shook hands warmly. “Well, 
Thompson, I am very glad to see 
you again. And to see you have 
taken such good care of the 
Prime Minister.” 

My first night in the White 
House I was in Churchill’s suite, 
poking about, sizing up things, 
exposed risks from bed to bath, 
etc. I was aware that he was 
also poking about, opening 
drawers and _ getting himself 
settled. I heard him yawn once 
or twice, and heard ice chinking 
pleasantly in his drink, There 
was a knock at the door. Church- 
ill’s valet was not about. “See 
to that, please, Thompson.” 

I went to the door and opened 
it, only a crack of course. I 
was astonished to discover it 
was the President of the United 
States, He was there in a wheel- 
chair all alone. I opened the 
door wide for him to come in, 
then saw the President look 
curiously beyond me, not with 
fright but with something very 
unlike approval. I turned. 
Churchill was stark naked, a 
drink in one hand, a cigar in the 
other. 

The President offered at once 
to withdraw and began to turn 
his chair. 

“Come on in, Franklin. We're 
quite alone.” He beamed cor- 
dially, then looked innocently 
down at his dramatic nudity. 
President Roosevelt hesitated, 
then with an odd shrug that 
might have meant, “We're all 
boys together,” he moved on in. 
Churchill posed briefly and ludi- 
crously before the President: 


“You see, Mr. President, I have ~ 


nothing to hide,” then tossed a 
Turkish towel over a shoulder. 
For an hour he strolled about, 


happy and full of talk, sipping 


from his glass, twice filling the 
President’s. I don’t believe 
Churchill would have blinked an 
eye if Mrs. Roosevelt had walked 
in, too. He’s the most modest of 
men, but with him nudity and 
modesty are ymnrelated, nudity 
being man’s most natural state. 

It is worthwhile to contrast 
our visit to the United States 
in 1941 with our trip to Moscow 
the following year. Molotov and 
Churchill had signed a treaty 
providing for collaboration be- 
tween the two countries for 20 
years. One of the items of sig- 
nificance about this signing was 
the fact that Churchill had been 
known for many years to be 
antagonistic toward Russia. 

i ae 


ITH the signing, however, 

it seemed an opportune 

time for the Prime Minis- 
ter to see Marshal Stalin. Stalin 
wouldn’t leave Russia. You 
went to him. We flew out of 
England on August 1, 1942, in a 
plane piloted by;an American, 
Capt. Van de Kloot. 

We flew via Gibraltar and 
Cairo and across the wastes of 
southern Persia, having picked 
up our full complement for the 
Stalin talks. Accompanying 
Churchill were Averell Harri- 
man, Gen. Maxwell, command- 
ing United States forces in 
Egypt, Gen. Sir Archibald Wav- 
ell and Air Marshal Tedder. We 
rested and refueled in the ori- 
ental capital of Teheran. We 
reached Moscow in the late aft- 
ernoon. The Moscow airfield 
was crowded with dutiful Rus- 
sians. There was a great deal 
of mechanical smiling. 

At six that evening we left for 
the Kremlin. We passed seven 
guards to get in. A few mo- 
ments after we were seated, we 
were ushered out again. Church- 
ill had had his first row with 
Joe and was banging down the 
corridors of the Kremlin looking 
neither to right nor left. He 
struck a match on the Kremlin 
wall and still walking, lighted a 
cigar, puffing angrily. Stalin 
had tried to crowd a decision 
out of Churchill a little sooner 
than the Prime Minister wanted 
to give it. 

The next night, a Friday, the 
whole British mission was in- 
vited to a banquet at the Krem- 
lin. I have attended hundreds 
of dinners and banquets while 
serving Winston, but I never saw 
so much food laid out anywhere

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in the world—not even in Saudi 
Arabia, where they once slaugh- 
tered 5000 sheep for Winston. 
Caviar soft or pressed, white- 
fish, salmon, sturgeon (pails of 
it), garnished herrings, dried 
herrings, cold ham, whole hot 
hams, game suffocating in gon- 
dolas of mayonnaise, salad pay- 
ar, white mushrooms in sour 
cream, forcemeat of game, egg- 
plant meuniere, creme de Poul- 
arde, bathtubs of borsch, turkey, 
chicken, partridge, suckling 
lamb, suckling pig, 30 desserts 
and ices, and an enormous rack 
of liqueurs.

Y SEAT was in front of the 
M wwe principals. Stalin wore a 

kind of smock pulled togeth- 
er inthe middle with a beautiful 
handworked leather belt. He 
wore breeches and jackboots. 
This was in sharp contrast to 
the military uniforms all around 
him. He was having a fine time. 

Dinner and toasting went on 
for several hours. About mid- 
night the party repaired to the 
champagne room where there 
were more toasts. Winston had 
been a good sport for the first 
three or four hours of this. But 
there was work to do. Many of 
the Russians were drunk and 
singing, mistaking me for the 
“Minister from Scotland,” or for 
nearly anything. They didn’t 
want to do any work. Churchill 
became more and more ill at 
ease and kept his eye on Stalin. 

I saw Churchill whispering to 
Sir Alexander Cadogan, who in 
turn spoke to an interpreter, a 
Mr. Pavlov, to convey to Stalin 
the request that the Prime Min- 
ister wanted to see Stalin alone, 
and now. 

Stalin would not hear of it. 
He dismissed the request and 
shoved Pavlov away and went 
on drinking. Churchill was dis- 
gusted. He got up and strode 
out. Cadogan went with him. 
Naturally I did, too. 


Stalin did have courtesy to 
come to the door of the great 
chamber to say good evening. 
Churchill was furious. There is 
a time when diplomats must 
keep their temper—most of the 
time. And there is a time when 
it is mandatory for them to lose 
it. And now was the time. 
Churchill’s voice rose. He shook 
a finger at Pavlov and told him 
to tell Joe that if there was to 
be any “discussing,” it better 
happen before the early part of 
Sunday morning as he (Church- 
ill) and his party were leaving 
for Cairo then whether anything 
was accomplished or not. 

The next day Churchill was 
respectfully informed that Stalin 
was most anxious to have a 
private visit with the Prime Min-

ister and would he be so kind as 
to come to the Kremlin for 
dinner at 6 p.m. Churchill said 
he would. 


I was not allowed to go in 
with him, when the Prime Min- 
ister was ushered into the Mar- 
shal’s private study. I said I 
would wait at the door; the 
OGPU said I would not. Here 
we argued. I opened my coat 
and showed my guns. I was as 
big as they were, a free man, 
well armed, and very cross. I 
talked with great force and un- 
believable speed directly to the 
Russians, Then I took out my 
guns, transferred them to my 
Side pockets and stood with 
back to door, facing them all. I 
stuck out my elbows. I looked 
tough. I can look very tough. I 
stood there till 2 a.m.

With apologies I left just 
as soon as we had finished eat- 
ing because we were driving back 
to Tel Aviv and planning an 
early morning start on another 
busy day. 

The drive back amused us be- 
cause the road from Jerusalem 
to Tel Aviv runs along the coun- 
try’s border for some. distance, 
and one frequently hears of tt- 
tacks being made on individuals 
and on cars. So we were ac- 
companied by a jeep and border 
patrol, which made sure that no 
one would kidnap us. It seemed 
amusing to us but it was dead 
earnest to our young Foreign 
Office guide, Gideon ‘Tadmor, 
who is attached to the Division 
of United States Affairs and 
wo felt himself responsible for 
us. He told us he had been a 
soldier and that he took no 
chances.

ON SUNDAY morning we 
visited the Youth Aliyah train- 
ing institution of Pardessiya.

“Oh, no, sir,” I said. “Noth- 
ing in your family, sir?” 

“It is the President of the 
United States. Your friend and 
mine, Thompson.” 

“Stricken?” I asked quickly, 
thinking of Yalta, and later, the 
dead look the President had 
when they took leave in North 
Africa and flew away. 

“It is far worse, Thompson. 
He has passed away.” 

For a long time he just 
walked about his room, talking 
of Roosevelt. I realized he 
could not stop talking—here in 
the middle of the night—be- 
cause he could not bear the 


agony. There were tears in his 
eyes. Now the great American 
Was no ‘more it was all a ter- 
rible, unbearable loneliness for 
him. He suddenly felt there 


no one left but Churchill. 

“I have lost a great friend,” 
he said. “One of the greatest 
ever. And now—” and here the 
pacing slowed and he went into 
deep thought “—we have to 
start all over again. And it is 
Friday the thirteenth.” 

A “Cease Fire” was signed 


‘with Germany on May 7. Tues- 


day, May 8, was V.E. day, and 
Churchill set out for lunch with 
the King. En route, he asked 
for a cigar. 

But, awful to report, I had 
corhe without his case, For the 
first time in my life. What a 
day. But he Was not put out. 
He was charming. 


“Let us go round to the An- 
nex,” he said. “I will get one 
there.” I thought he must have 
wanted to smoke very badly in- 
deed, but should have known 
better, and did, thanks to his 
next sentence: “I must put on a 
cigar. They expect it,” he 
laughed. 

And once he got it, he stood 
up in his car and conspicuously 
lighted it. The crowd cheered 
him on into Buckingham Palace.

HE next day was a hard one 
for us all, a triumphal tour 
through London. I was asked 
early in the morning to chart 
the drive through the west end 
of London. It was to include 
in its route the American dough-

At 8:30, Churchill left Num- 
ber 10 Downing street.

When 
he was told it was not avail- 
able, he said, “I will walk then.”

On reaching 
Whitehall he realized he could 
not get through. He decided to 
climb on top of a car. With our 
assistance, he was able to get a 
good position. Then, once there, 
he saw better possibilities. He 
crawled along the top of the 
car on all fours until he could 
sit in the front with his legs 
dangling over the windshield. 


He looked funny. And very 
happy. The crowd liked the 
posture. 

We went to a balcony in Par- 
liament street where he led the 
crowd in singing a verse of 
“Rule Britannia.” They did not 
need to be invited to join in, It 
_— over the whole city of Lon- 

on. 

We got to bed about 5 a.m. 

You know he lost the election 

in another month. My duties as 
his bodyguard came to an end 
the same day. I was to report 
to Scotland Yard for another 
assignment. On the way, I real- 
ized that I too was weary, that 
I didn’t at all want another as- 
signment. I had already had 
my best one. Churchill was 
alive. That is all they had asked 
of me. 

When he is gone where will 
we find another Anglo-American 
to take his place?

A. Each one has a stinger (a 
barbed spine) in its tail. This 
spine can cause a painful wound 
when it strikes a human being, 
and death has followed some 
stings.

Q. Is the guitar fish a mem- 
ber of this family? 

A. Yes. Like other rays, it has 
eyes on the top of its head, and 
the mouth below the head.

A. A full-grown specimen is 
likely to be about five feet long 
and two feet wide.

Q. Are other rays larger? 

A. Yes, some are much larger. 
The biggest of all is often called 
a devilfish. It may be 20 feet 
wide, and may weigh a ton. 

Devilfish live in the warmer 
parts of the ocean, including the 
Gulf of Mexico. One of them 
was hooked from a motorboat 
which was traveling about five 
miles an hour. According to the 
report, the devilfish soon pulled 
the boat backward faster than 
it had been going forward.

Q. How fast. do devilfish 
swim? 

A. Some make speeds of from 
12 to 15 miles an hour. They are 
far less rapid than sharks, which 
are related to them. Devilfish 
leap high out of the water. When 
they fall back, they make a loud 
noise, which has been compared 
to the report of a cannon.
